Ghent. 

Falling a blazing mass after being struck by the young aviator’s 
vombs, its crew of 28 men were killed, as were also several Occupants 
of the orphanage builditigs.

A Petrograd despatch received in 
London tonight eays: “Telexrams from 
Riga report the Germans active to the 
north, northeast and east of Libau, 
The military authorities expect heavy 
fighting at Mostzisk, where the Rus- 
sians will make a determined stand.” 

The Russian communication to- 
night does not give much information 
that may be aligned with the German 
and Austrian claims, but it admits 
Teutonic advances wt some points, At 
several places German and Austrian 
attucks have been repulsed, and their 


offensive operations broken down, he 
communication says, 
French Warfare in West.

“The governor of Ceylon reports 
that on the 28th of May, the birthday 
of ‘Buddha, Moslem shops in Kan‘“y 
were looted by Buddhists, The out- 
break was quelled in Kandy. but was 
diffused through the central province, 
where it was repressed by the arrival 
of a military detachment, On the 31st 
of May there was u later outbreak at 
Colombo, which subsequently spread 
south, Martial law has been — pro- 
claimed in the western, central, sou- 
thern, northwestern and Sabara Gam- 
uwa provinces 

“On the 8rd of June the governor 
left Kandy quiet and proceeded to Co- 
lomobo, where he found the town 
quiet but the district perturbed. He 
hoped to suppress the disorder in a 
few duys. The disorder is due to the 
sudden outbreak of racial and com- 
mercial animosity and is not directed 
against the European population of 
the colonial government, Much Mos-

June  7,-—The 
debate on church union in the Pres- 
byterian’ general assembly, which was 
acheduled to begin. this afternoon, 
failed to materilize, owing to the fact 
that the Rev. Dr. D,.D. MeLeod, of 
Barrie, Ont., who was to have made 
the chief speech against the proposal, 


Was not in Grant Hall at the ap- 
pointed time. The next subject in 
the order of business was conse- 
quently taken up at half past two 
this afternoon, and church unigp was 
passed over for the day, It Ws ar- 


ranged that Dr. McLeod should have 
the floor at the opening of the morn- 
ing session tomorrow. He will move 


the adoption of the minority report 
from the union committee, which 
asks that further consideration of the 
subject of union be deferred until 
the war is over. The Rey. Dr. Her- 
ridge, of Ottawa, who wore his khaki 
chaplain’s uniform at the assembly, 
moved at the close of the day's pro- 
ceedings that tomorrow the debate 


on union be proceeded with continu- 
uously until @ decision is reached, 
in Winnipeg Next Year 

Two telegrams of a very cordial 
character were received by the as- 
sembly difring the day from Winni- 
peg. One of these was from Stepens 
and the other from Westminster 
churches. Both contained) warmly 
worded invitations to the assembly 
to minake use of these church edifices 
for the meeting in 1916, Replies to 
both telegrams were despatched, the 
assembly decided that the next meet- 
ing should be held in Westminster 
church. 

The board of finance, which has 
general charge’ of. the | securing and 
distributing of the funds spent in the 
various philanthrople undertakings 
of the denomination, and of which a 
grant is made, made an interestine 
report. It recommended that there 
should be a closer union of the finance

Grant main 
tained strongly that all the = men 
working in connection with the board 
were needed in order to infor the 
church of the work which was being 
done, and to enlist support, 

The budget for the current yeur is 


$1,500,000 for the western section of 
the church and $130,000 for the 
eastern section, Dr. Grant pointed 


out that while these totals were very 


greatly in advance of the sum 
actually collected by the denomina- 
tion in any year of its history, they 


still represented samewhat accurately 
the amount required if the denomina- 
tion was to do the religious work in 
Canada and abroad, which it ought 


to do,

The Methodist conterence of Al

Beeause the 
government refused to supply 
them the commander of the 49th 
was compelled to ask people of 
Edmonton to supply his battalion 
with machine guns -enough to 
meet the enemy on equal footing. 
To both appeals the people of Ed 
inonton responded, of course, 
They will also provide machine 
guns for the 51st. But what they 
would like to know just here is 
What the government conceives to 
be its particular business in rela- 
tion to the war 


The last words credited to Van- 
derbilt when he stood face to face 
with death on the Lusitania were 
spokeu to his valet: **Come, let us 
save the Kiddies.”’ Whether the 
account is true or not, the faet 
that he was not among the sur- 
vivors vonfirms the tradition set 
by Astor when the Titanic went 
down, that, whatever their faults, 
the -much-eriticized millionaires 
of the neighboring Republie play 
the man when the test comes, For 
either of these men a million dol- 
lars would have been a small do- 
nation, and a million dollars 
promised to a sailor night have 
got either of them a seat in a life- 
boat. There has been no sugges- 
tion that either of them tried to 
buy a place, 

The gas bylaw fell nearly a 
thousand votes short of the two- 
thirds necessary to carry it, A 
large vote was polled and great 
interest was manifested.

large vote—but many voters 
were able to cast four or more 
votes according to the property 
they held or the companies they 
represented. It is believed that 
the larger number of plural votes 
were cast for the bylaw.

Minancial discrimination at the 
hands of the Dominion  govern- 
nent might help the McBride gov- 
ernment to buy its way through 
the pending election in British 
Columbia by creating employment 
at the expense of the Canadian 
taxpayers.

Worse, ‘The presiding judge had 
to guarantee the witness personal 
protection from the law before he 
would give his evidence. This 
would seem to indicate that the 
principals implicated are entitled 
to go to jail.

Mr, Justice Scott has just rendered 
judgment in the case of John W. 
Lundy vs. Fred M. Lee, This is an ap- 
peal from the judgment of District 
Court Judge Lees in favor of the 
plaintiff. In this case the defendant 
claimed $410 commissions from the 
defendant for sale of stock in the 
Pioneer Black Wox Co, of ‘$4,100 
shares in the company to one Tett.
